ANOTHER MOTHER BROWNRIGG. 


On Friday, the 20th of April, 1829, Esther Hibner, oma 
sixty-one, her daughter and their eervant, were indicted for 
the wilful murder of Frances Colpett, aged ten, a parish 
apprentice. The ter and servant were acquitted, and 
the old woman condemned to death. There was a second 
cbarge of the murder of another little girl, which was not 
gone into. 

The case was a vory horrible one. Mother Hibner bad 
obtained possession of some ten or twelve unfortunate little 
girls from St. Martin’s Workhouse, receiving four or five 
pounds each, and had seemingly determined, in cold blood, 
to beat and sterve them to death as soon as possible. The 
most shocking cruelties were perpetrated on these unfortu- 
nate orphane. They were kept at work till eleven at night, 
and dragged up in at three or four. They were beaten 
with rods and sticks if they did not do work enough (they 
were learning the business of a tambour worker). ey lay 
together on the floor at night with nothing but « blanket 
under and over them. They suffered intensely from the cold, 
and their chilblains were so bad, their feet mortified. : 

When examined in her coffin, Colpett was found to be in 
an awful condition—wasted to 2 skeleton, covered with 
bruises, and her feet were in a state that I cannot here 
describe. In this pitiable plight, too weak to stand, she had 
been set to clean the stairs, beaten for not doing the work 
\ well, her face bumped against the wood, and her head ducked
